Meditations and refrigerators 

Earlier this month, Chris- 
tians observed Ash 
Wednesday, the faithful 
reeeiving an ash smudge 
on their foreheads as a 
reminder of the imper- 
manenee of life and an 
invitation to begin the period of refleetion 
known as Lent. 

The term “Lent” has a faseinating pedi- 
gree, one that eombines the notion of 40 days 
before Easter with the lengthening of daylight 
that oeeurs in spring. For those of us weary of 
this long, snowy and eold winter, the longer 
and warmer days, even as they seem to eome 
and go, are a promise of summer to eome. 

For religious eommunities the world over, 
some period of time is set aside annually for 
refleetion and the promise of renewal. In the 
Jewish tradition, the Ten Days of Repentanee 
(between Rosh ha-Shanah and Yom Kippur) 
earry this signifieanee. For Muslims, the peri- 
od of Ramadan is time of fasting and prayer, 
of refleeting on the nature of things and one- 
self For many Hindus, the four months of 
Caturmasa are a period of fasting, austerities 
and refleetion. 

For these and many other religious eom- 
munities, these are “times out,” periods of 
time during which the goal is to center one- 
self, to put life into perspective and to resolve 
to go forward in a more intentional manner. 

Sometimes, these periods of reflection can 
simply be part of one’s day, perhaps a few 
quiet minutes alone meditating before starting 
the day’s activities. My late mother-in-law 
always began her day is such a way. After her 
death, we gathered up all of the little medita- 
tion books she’d kept by her bedside. Many 
of them were so used and worn, they were 
held together by mbber bands. Occasionally 
a page would have a coffee stain or an entry 
written in pencil or an especially meaning- 
ful passage underlined. At least one of these 
little books would always travel with her, 
and often they were bookmarked with claim 
checks, luggage tags or hotel business cards. 
We knew to turn to those pages first. 

She was also fond of clipping out especial- 
ly meaningful quotes and sticking them to her 
refrigerator door. Fike Buddhist prayer flags, 
these caught our attention as we breezed 
through her kitchen, arresting us momentari- 
ly as we paused to read one and to reflect on 
its wisdom. Young and old, we all wanted to 
“read” Nanny’s refrigerator. 

Her favorite, and the one that set the stamp 
on her spirituality, was this: “The first hour 
is the rudder of the day.” A good message, 
that. Jacob the Baker would agree when he 
wrote “Eternity is any moment opened with 
patience.” This is the season to try it.

Reduced pollution 

Moving America Forward, 
a report released last week by 
research and policy center Envi- 
ronment New Hampshire, showed 
that the state’s clean energy pro- 
grams avoided 62,000 cars worth 
of pollution in 2012. 

According to a release, clean 
energy policies, including New 
Hampshire’s renewable electric- 
ity standard and participation in 
the Regional Greenhouse Gas 
Initiative, are responsible for sig- 
nificantly cutting emissions of 
carbon pollution. 

The Granite State’s combined 
clean energy programs meant 
300,000 metric tons less car- 
bon pollution in 2012, the report 
stated. 

Congresswoman Car- 

ol Shea-Porter urged the 
federal government to develop 
programs similar to those in New 
Hampshire. 

“Through state programs like 
the Renewable Portfolio Stan- 
dard, New Hampshire is doing 
its part to reduce carbon pollution 
and promote clean energy,” Shea- 
Porter said in a statement released 
by Environment New Hampshire. 
“Congress should follow New 
Hampshire’s lead and adopt a sim- 
ilar plan to help secure a healthier 
and more livable environment for 
our future.” 

Protecting pets 

The House passed a bill to 
include pets in court orders pro- 
tecting victims of domestic 
violence, the Associated Press 
reported. The bill that’s going 
on to the Senate would allow the 
court to grant the victim custody 
of the pet and restrict the abuser 
from hurting or disposing of the 
animal. The bill’s supporters argue 
that abusers sometimes harm pets 
in anger or attempt to intimidate 
victims by targeting a pet, accord- 
ing to the Associated Press. Those 


who oppose the bill said that ani- 
mal cruelty is already a crime. 

Tanning bill killed 

Teens will still be able to tan in 
New Hampshire after a bill that 
would have banned people under 
age 1 8 years old from tanning beds 
was killed in the house 175-154, 
the Concord Monitor reported. 
Currently, no one under the age of 
14 years old can tan, and people 
from 14 to 18 years old must get 
parental consent. While support- 
ers the the bill cited evidence of 
skin damaged caused by the UV 
rays in tanning beds, opponents 
said it should be parents’ rights to 
choose whether or not their chil- 
dren can tan. 

Lewd Facebook post 

Last week state GOP Rep. Kyle 
Tasker defended a graphic he 
put on Facebook that some say 
mocks domestic abuse, according 
to NHPR. The graphic depicted 
stick figures of a man and a wom- 
en engaged in a sex act. Tasker 
told WMUR-9 that the image was 
a T-shirt and he posted it because 
he “thought it was pretty ridic- 
ulous that someone would wear 
that around.” He also said that 
graphic was in reference to GOP 
Rep. Mark Warden, who last year 
insinuated that some people might 
like to be in abusive relationships. 
According to NHPR, both Warden 
and Tasker serve on the House 
Criminal Justice and Public Safe- 
ty Committee, which votes on 
domestic violence bills. 

Historic store reopens 

In Dover, a historic store has re- 
opened after the 11th farm-owning 
generation of the Tuttle family put 
it up for sale in 2010, the Asso- 
ciated Press reported. The family 
had passed the 135-acre vegetable 
and fruit farm down since 1932, 
and it was one of the nation’s 
oldest continuously operated 
farms. The family closed the farm 
because of increasing competition 
from pick-it-yourself farms and 
supermarkets, as well as increas- 
ing debt. The farm’s new owner. 
Matt Kozazcki, who also owns a 
farm in Newbury, Mass., opened 
it as Tendercrop Farm March 15 
and sells meat, produce and baked 
goods. Former owner Will Tuttle 
gave Kozazcki his blessings. 


College students transfer 

The National Student Clearing- 
house Research Center released a 
report last week announcing that 
11 percent of college graduates 
who began studying in- state end- 
ed up graduating from colleges 
in other states. The Granite State 
and 12 other states are above 10 
percent on out-of-state transfers, 
which is higher than the national 
average of 6 percent. The report 
was based on a study that tracked 
college students who enrolled in 
2007. 

Clinton Super PAC 

Last week. Support for Hill- 
ary, a national campaign that 
has raised about $4 million in 
small donations for Hillary Clin- 
ton should she run for president 
in 2016, was in New Hampshire 
drumming up support, accord- 
ing to WMUR. Three staffers 
met state legislators for a private 
lunch in Concord and attended 
house parties in Nashua, Keene 
and Durham. State lawmakers and 
executive councilors were also 
guests at the parties. Recent polls 
show strong support for Clinton 
in the Granite State. In January a 
WMUR Granite State Poll found 
that 74 percent of Democrats who 
are likely to vote in the primaries 
would vote for Clinton if the elec- 
tion were held that day. 

Minutemen steps up 

Last week, Tom Policelle, Min- 
uteman Health CEO, announced 
that the company has applied for 
a license to sell insurance poli- 
cies in New Hampshire in 2015, 
the Concord Monitor reported. 


He made the announcement at the 
New Hampshire Hospital Associ- 
ation building in Concord in front 
of business leaders. For 2014, 
only Anthem Blue Cross Blue 
Shield is selling health plans on 
the marketplace. 

Fetal homicide bill killed 

The House nixed a bill that 
would have made fetal homicide 
a crime in the state, the Concord 


Monitor reported. The bill, called 
“Griffin’s Law,” was personal 
for some lawmakers, including 
Rep. Leon Rideout, R-Lancaster, 
who created it after a car accident 
resulted in his daughter’s loss of 
a pregnancy. Currently, charges of 
aggravated assault are possible for 
people who cause a miscarriage or 
stillborn birth, but homicide and 
manslaughter are not, according 
to the Concord Monitor. A

All aboard? 

Optimism surrounding Capitol Corridor study

Earlier this year, Gray Chynoweth, CEO of 
Manehester high-teeh eompany Dyn, asked a 
group of early eareer professionals at The Start- 
up Institute in Boston how many of them would 
eonsider eommuting to Manehester for work. 

‘T think it was like three out of 50 raised 
their hand,” he said. 

Off the euff, he asked them how many 
would eommute to southern New Hampshire if 
there were a eonvenient eommuter rail option. 

This time, about 35 hands went up. 

Interest in creating a passenger rail system 
from southern New Hampshire to Boston has 
been bubbling up for years, but stakehold- 
ers are more optimistic now than ever that it 
could turn into a reality. 

The $3.7 million Capitol Corridor study 
is halfway complete this month. On March 5 
consultants working for the New Hampshire 
Department of Transportation announced their 
most specific set of extended options for the 73 
miles between Boston and Concord to date at a 
public scoping meeting at the DOT in Concord. 

‘Tt feels like people who advocate for it are 
more excited now about the likelihood of us 
actually realizing rail than they have been,” 


said Will Craig, Manchester’s economic 
development coordinator, at the meeting. ‘Tt 
sounds like people are optimistic, and there 
were times when people thought this project 
was always out of reach. I don’t think that’s 
the feeling anymore.” 

In a best-case scenario Manchester, Nash- 
ua and Concord (one, or up to all three 
cities) will be connected by rail to Lowell 
and Boston by 2020 — but as with any major 
government project, the price tag could stall 
or halt that outcome. 

Consultants, cities tout benefits 

At the scoping meeting consultants 
described a list of benefits and outcomes that 
have helped drive their decisions on which 
options to study. According to project manag- 
er Kenneth Kinney, the commuter rail would 
attract about 3,100 passengers. Relieving con- 
gestion on the southern end of the corridor 
would improve access to higher-paying jobs in 
Boston, he said at the meeting. While that may 
seem like a loss for the Granite State, “We like 
to say commute from New Hampshire and 
bring money back to New Hampshire,” Kin- 
ney said at the March 5 meeting. 

Perhaps even more enticing to local 


employers, passenger rail could attract young, 
highly educated professionals to state’s job 
market. That’s important to city authorities 
who are in conversation with local companies. 

“If you talk to high-tech companies in our 
millyard, they are sure they could get people 
to come up here every day,” Craig said in a 
phone interview. 

Chris Williams, Nashua Chamber of Com- 
merce director, hears the same thing. The chamber 
has been pushing the idea of rail for eight years, 
he said in a phone interview, and every week 
executives hoping to see passenger rail come 
up to Nashua remind him how important it is to 
attract talent from the Merrimack Valley. 

“Our businesses ... care very, very deep- 
ly about this issue,” Williams said in a phone 
interview. “It’s one of the the single biggest eco- 
nomic development opportunities for the state.” 

Concord Chamber of Commerce Director 
Tim Sink and Deputy City Manager Carlos 
Baia have experienced the same concerns. 

“One of the common concern for CEOs 
— especially of high-tech, medical arts, sci- 
ence industries — is the notion of trying to get 
that qualified employee base from the south,” 
Baia said in a phone interview. 

A major focus for consultants was also 
the idea that downtown stations promote 
environmentally fiiendly, transit-oriented 
development in New Hampshire that helps 
mitigate sprawl. Rail stations would promote 
a desire for downtown living options, Kinney 


said at the meeting. 

Concord has already seen movement in 
that direction, Baia said in a phone interview. 
Last summer, the city’s first market-rate resi- 
dential development with 25 units opened up 
on Main Street, and the city council has been 
offering financial incentives to facilitate mar- 
ket-rate housing downtown for 10 years. 

“These are folks who want to be in a vibrant 
living location, where they can go downstairs to 
eat in a cafe, and go shopping nearby. I believe 
that a train service downtown would add to that 
experience,” Baia said in a phone interview. 

In Nashua, developers of the Cotton Mill 
Square conducted a market analysis that 
inspired them to create the 109-apartment 
development that will open this spring. 

Rail developments 

It’s unclear how far north a commuter rail 
line connecting New Hampshire to an exist- 
ing rail line would run. While developers 
have plans for options all the way to Concord, 
it could stop in Manchester or at the very least 
south Nashua. 

“We have three levels of investment, three 
levels of service,” Kinney said at the meeting. 
“...The Nashua minimum refers to the lowest- 
cost rail option we could implement.” 

Consultants have narrowed down station 
location options to six and say a combination 
of park-and-ride and walkable downtown 
stops would attract the most passengers.

In Concord, the station would be at Stiek- 
ney Avenue near the eurrent bus station. 

In downtown Manehester, Spring Street 
and Granite Street loeations are in the run- 
ning. Granite Street is partieularly attraetive 
beeause it’s elose to the bus station. There’s 
only one viable option for a park-and-ride 
stop near the Manehester-Boston Regional 
Airport, on Ray Wieezorek Avenue. 

In Nashua, Crown Street is slated for the 
downtown loeation, and there are two park- 
and-ride-style options at Spit Brook Road 
near Exit 1 on Interstate 93, and another at 
the Pheasant Lane Mall. 

Officials in Concord and Manchester said a 
rail that only reached Nashua would not be very 
useful to their cities. It wouldn’t inspire transit- 
based development, and it’s likely commuters 
would stick to their current mode of transpor- 
tation. Even if rail came up to Manchester, 
Concord residents wouldn’t see much use. 

“There would be pretty mueh very little 
benefit,” Baia said. “If it goes to Manehes- 
ter, one eould argue there might be some 
benefit, but it would be limited. If it eomes 
down to hopping on bus to go to Manehester, 
then hopping on a train at Manehester, that 
doesn’t sound too eonvenient.” 

Price tag predicament 

Capitol Corridor eonsultants have been in 
eonversation with members of the state gov- 
ernment, but it’s too early to know whether 
the money to build the passenger rail will 
be made available. Even if the projeet wins 
funding at the state and loeal level, it won’t 
be able to move forward without getting 
about 50 pereent of the eapital eosts from 
Washington — about $100 million. 

That funding is eompetitive, and while the 
projeet isn’t a slam dunk, it’s in the ballgame, 
Kinney said at the meeting. A rail from Con- 
eord is slated to attraet 3,100 riders, whieh 
makes it attraetive to federal funders. 

One of the projeet’s shorteomings is the 
impossibility of reaehing high speeds. Trains 
will only run up to 75 miles an hour for sus- 
tained segments of the existing traeks they 
will be running on. 

“When our great-great-grandfathers built 


this line, they very closely followed the Mer- 
rimack River, and the Merrimack River by 
no stretch of the imagination is straight,” 
engineering lead David Nelson said at the 
meeting. “...To some extent this is sort of back 
to the future. We’re in the same time frame as 
back in the 1950s, and the ’40s and the ’20s.” 

It eould hurt the ease for funding from 
Washington, but the eost-benefit of attempt- 
ing a higher-speed rail wouldn’t justify the 
marginal eosts, Kinney said. 

Ultimately, snagging the funding will 
determine how far north the rail will go, if it 
happens at all. 

“Costs go up as you go farther; politieal 
support may inerease as it goes farther too,” 
Nelson said during an interview after the 
meeting. “How this all shakes out is some- 
thing for the people of New Hampshire to 
figure out.” 

In the next eouple months, the eonsultants 
will be studying the eeonomie feasibility of 
the projeet, sharing results with poliey-mak- 
ers this fall. 

City planners suspeet that its results will 
be favorable. 

“I think the report, onee it eomes out, will 
be able to show seminal findings rather than 
speeulate what those are now,” Williams 
said. “But I will say I am eonfident that 
report is going to show a very good return on 
the state’s investment — for the eommunities 
it passes through, for the state itself, and the 
business eommunity.” A 


More transportation options 


The Capitol Corridor consultants aren’t 
just examining commuter rail options. 
They are also studying the possibility of 
an intercity rail, which would make fewer 
stops but be faster, as well as the possi- 
bility of combining rail with expanded 
express bus service to Boston. 

At the scoping meeting, consultants 
described expanding bus services from 80 
weekday buses to 120. In addition, they 
are looking into the possibility of running 
them on the shoulder of the freeway dur- 
ing peak traffic hours. 

These options could shave from 15 to 30 
minutes off commutes.

For 50 years, the New Hampshire State Lottery has been keepingdreamers dream- 
ing and making some very lucky people very, very happy (and rich!). The lottery 
helps fund the state’s education system, returning 26.5 cents of every dollar— $74 
million last year. Charlie McIntyre, executive director of the New Hampshire State 
Lottery, looks back on the last 50 years of the nation’s oldest state sweepstakes. 


What does the 50th 
anniversary mean to you? 

It’s really unique only beeause 
in my industry New Hampshire is 
held as a gold standard, beeause it’s the first 
lottery in the nation. We take a lot of pride 
in it beeause we were ones that started it all. 
The lottery nationwide is a $70-billion-a-year 
industry, and if you think about it, it’s bigger 
than the movie industry and it all started here. 

Whafs the best reaction you\e ever seen 
from someone who won? 

Most of the time it’s disbelief It’s, ‘No, 
I didn’t win, I didn’t win!’ My favorite was 
someone who thought they won $1,000 and 
they ended up winning $1 million. They had 
to sit down. We aetually have defibrillators. 
We have one in the offiee for that reason. 
It’s the best part of my job — getting to give 
away money like that. 

Have you ever used the defibrillator? 

Notyet! No. Acup ofwater, yes. Sit down, yes. 
Loosen your collar, yes. But not the defibrillator. 

Whafs the coolest way someone has used 
their money? 

I usually ask them. I’m always curious. . . . 
Most of the time it’s normal stuff, like paying 
off their mortgage and sending their grandkids 
to college, or taking a vacation or going on a 
cmise. The coolest thing I ever heard was Ifom 
a guy who won from Dalton. He had a tube of 
Chapstick and a notepad. He said the tube of 
Chapstick was for people to kiss his ass. That’s 
what he said. ‘They can use the Chapstick and 
do it properly’ And the notebook was so he 
could write down all the marriage proposals.

One of the things about it is we hope folks 
set aside discretionary income they would use 
as a form of entertainment. ... So for example, 
someone would set aside $4 for the Power- 
ball. That’s about the cost of a Starbucks 
coffee, and the money goes to education. So 
even if you didn’t win. New Hampshire ben- 
efits. Any sort of retail behavior can have 
difficulties with it, like snack foods, soda - 
you can go overboard with those as well. It’s 
no different. Candy, you can go overboard 
with candy as well. — Rebecca Fishow

Given his three NCAA titles before retir- 
ing (or being pushed out) at UConn, will 
71 -year-old Jim Calhoun have an age dis- 
crimination case if BC passes on his rumored 
interest in their job? Or given how he refused 
to play them ever again and napalmed the 
bridge between UConn and BC after they 
left the Big East for the ACC, why would he 
think he has any shot? Then there’s his abys- 
mal academic record that led UConn to be 
banned from the tourney last year. 

I’m not saying this does or does not 
make him the right choice for that BC job.

When siblings Laura and Daniel Latim- 
er created Latimer Studios in Nashua, their 
tagline, “What’s your story?,” felt natural.

When they work with a couple, the first 
thing they do is sit down and have coffee 
with them at a cafe to hear the story of how 
the couple came together.

“When they watch it in 50 years, they can 
laugh and think, look where life took us,” 
Laura said. 

Later this year they will also be launching 
a slow-motion video booth. In the early hours 
of the reception, guests can go into the booth, 
dance, and joke around with props. Later in the 
evening, the video will be played back in slow 
motion on screens around the dance floor. 

“It adds a fun, unique element,” Laura 
said. “I’ve never seen anyone else do it, so 
we’re really excited about it.” M

Jetpack Comics & Games owner Ralph 
DiBemardo started the downtown Rochester 
business eight years ago because he “didn’t 
want to get a real job.” 

Or at least, not a job outside the comic book 
industry, which he’d grown up serving. An 
avid comic book reader since age 5, DiBer- 
nardo has been in the retail business since 
age 14, first at someone else’s store, then at 
his own in Portsmouth in the 1980s. After 
that venture didn’t work out, he went on to 
manage Paperback Bazaar in Somersworth. 
About eight years ago, that store closed too. 

But DiBemardo still saw hope — the com- 
ic book industry, he said, was in the midst 
of re-establishing itself, and so he gave the 
industry another shot, this time in Rochester 
in a bigger space. 

“I wanted a place with as much square 
footage as I could get for my money,” DiBer- 
nardo said. In total, the shop now spans just 
a little more than 6,000 square feet, which 
includes its game room and warehouse 
space. Instead of relying on foot traffic, Jet- 
pack Comics & Games became a destination 


location — today, it’s host to one of the big- 
gest, if not the biggest. Free Comic Book 
Day event in the Northeast, which draws in 
an average 6,000 visitors. 

“It’s the craziest thing you’ll see in down- 
town,” he said. “It’s become a festival. 
People dress up for it, come in cars decorat- 
ed like the Batmobile, the Ghostbusters car. 
Every aspect you think you’d find at a com- 
ic book convention you’ll find at Free Comic 
Book Day here.” 


As a result, the business has become a hub 
for comic book activity, particularly dur- 
ing the early May festival. This year, it will 
play host to Kevin Eastman and Peter Laird, 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles founders. 
Their May 3 visit will be their first official 
reunion in 20 years. 

Another reason why readers might have 
voted for Jetpack: its Rochester downtown 
involvement. Rochester Main Street director 
Michael Provost said in a phone interview 


that the comic book shop is a critical aspect 
to the Rochester downtown community. 

“They do special collections during the 
holidays. . . . They sponsor art contests, they 
do gaming and have all kinds of special 
events,” Provost said. 

Their Free Comic Book Day event also 
involves other area businesses — in order to 
collect all the comics, FCBD visitors must 
visit these participating locations, as well. 

DiBemardo credits much success to loy- 
al customers. 

“I was very lucky. I had access to that 
[Paperback Bazaar’s] customer base, and 
I was able to bring a percentage of those 
customers with me,” DiBemardo said. “It 
wasn’t as hard as it would have been starting 
fi*om scratch. . . . We’ve been able to develop 
an almost world-wide comic book commu- 
nity here.” M

Steampunked 

Windham families perform 0//Ver/ with dark twist

Debera-Ann Lund doesn’t see children 
as children when they’re working on a play. 

“I see them as actors. It’s an equalizer, the- 
ater; it makes everyone the same,” Lund said 
shortly before the Windham Actors Guild 
rehearsal for Oliver!, which shows at Wind- 
ham High School the first weekend of April. 

Oliver! is a play that relies just as much 
on its child actors as it does on its adult 
actors, but this show, under director Lund’s 
guidance, might not be the Oliver! you 
know; just because it’ll have kids doesn’t 
mean it will be kid- friendly. 

“This isn’t the little boys’ Annie. It’s a 
dark story, as most of Dickens’ work is,” 
Lund said. “Dickens never meant it be cute, 
and we’re darkening it up as much as we 
can. Teenagers and teens, I think, like that, 
and they get left out a lot when it comes to 
theater. I’m all about what makes it exciting 
for them, too.” 

Though perhaps the biggest twist to this 
show, visually at least, is that it will be 
steampunked. 

“When I do any type of play, I like to 
turn it sideways, to make it exciting again. 
Especially with something as old as Oliver! 
— I’m trying to figure out, how do we make 
it new?” said Lund, who fell upon this style 
while watching an episode of Castle.

Steampunk is a sort of science fiction 
sub-genre that focuses on steam-powered 
machinery, usually in a setting inspired by 
industrialized Western civilization during 
the 19th century. Lund describes it as “Vic- 
torian futurism,” or how Victorians might 
have perceived the future with their tech- 
nology at the time. Everything from the 
settings to the costumes will be draped in 
gears, cogs, clocks and machinery, creating 
a steamy, dark feel to the play. 

“It doesn’t change the story at all,” Lund 
said. “It’ll just change the mood of the play.” 

The plot itself is pretty dark even with- 
out the added edginess, as anyone who has 
read Charles Dickens’ Oliver Twist knows. 
Oliver! is the story of young orphan Oliver 
Twist, who escapes a workhouse orphanage 
and is adopted into a gang of child pick- 
pockets, led by a grown criminal named 
Fagin. What follows is violence, thievery 
and crime, also involving a burglar named 
Bill Sikes and his live-in girlfriend (whom 


he abuses), Nancy. 

Lund is a new director for the New 
Hampshire theater scene. A veteran actress 
and director, she grew up learning and 
performing in Portland, Ore. She lived in 
Massachusetts for a bit and moved to New 
Hampshire about a year ago. She’s very 
arduous in her efforts not only to pull the 
most from her experienced actors — she 
demonstrated how Keith Strang, who plays 
Bill Sikes, should snatch a cup of coffee 
from the set table, using a crowbar almost 
as an arm extension between scenes at an 
evening rehearsal last week — but also to 
educate the show’s youngest cast members. 

In Oliver!, she introduced a pair of 9-year- 
old brothers. Jack and Logan Runde, to 
onstage combat. The pair are fraternal twins 
and in this, their first show, they break out in 
fights every time they step onstage. Natural- 
ly, the boys enjoy this quite a bit — Logan 
says the onstage fighting is “really fun,” if a 
bit difficult, and Jack agrees. 


Their mother, Melissa Runde, is in the show 
as well. She plays Nancy and is very happy 
with how her boys have come to enjoy theater. 

“They’re sporty kids. ... Giving them 
permission to fight onstage put me in an 
interesting role,” Runde said. “At home, we 
don’t let them watch violent TV shows or 
play violent video games. I appreciate the 
fact that [Lund] worked to show them how 
it works, how it’s not real,” she said. 

The Rundes aren’t the only family in the 
production. The atmosphere at that eve- 
ning’s rehearsal was a little different from 
that at other community theater meet-ups; 
the Windham Middle School cafeteria- 
turned rehearsal space was teeming with 
mothers, fathers, daughters and sons. 
Strang’s 13-year-old daughter Lillian is 
part of the ensemble (who’s impressed at 
how scary her dad gets as Bill Sikes), and 
kid actress Abigail St. Laurent is perform- 
ing alongside her mom, Kristi, and her 
older sister Grace. 

“I like that both kids and adults are in it,” 
Abigail, 9, said. “Some plays you can’t do 
without both. If this was just kids, I think 
the play would be kind of weird.” 

This is the first play she’s ever been in, 
and she’s happy that her sister and her mom 
can help her along in this new experience. 
(Though, she added, she’s not nervous 
about going onstage for the first time; “I 
like all the attention,” she said.) 

Husband and wife team John and Susan 
LeBlanc are acting and costume designing, 
respectively. John LeBlanc, a member of 
the WAG board, was talked into performing 
as Fagin, initially reluctant because of his 
busy schedule. He gave in, in part because 
this show offered a twist (pun intended). 

“This version will be different. . . . It’s a 
darker version, and we’re putting out a vio- 
lence disclaimer. . . . But I like that it’s got 
its own identity,” John said. A

A walk in the woods 

March into Spring for Jayme’s Fund

When Jayme Lipkin-Moore died 
in a tragie train aeeident 12 years ago, 
Caren Lipkin-Rifkin felt eompelled 
to honor her daughter’s memory by 
eontinuing the work that Jayme had 
been doing — and so, Jayme’s Fund 
for Soeial Justiee was bom. 

“We started Jayme’s Fund to eon- 
tinue promoting the passions [Jayme] 
had for promoting ehildren’s rights 
and involving ehildren in doing good 
general eommunity serviee projeets,” 
Lipkin-Rifkin said. 

Eaeh year there are several events 
held to raise money for the fund and 
spread awareness of ehildren’s rights. 

This weekend, you can head out for 
a hike in Hollis to support the cause. 

“The hike we’ve been doing eveiy 
year is typically a snowshoe hike called 
January Jaunt, but we rescheduled 
it because of ice this year,” Lipkin- 
Rifkin said. “This is only the second 
year we have had March Into Spring.” 

The hike will be two hours and 
includes a homemade lunch. If you 
don’t own snowshoes but want to use 
them, they will be available to borrow. 

“It’s a nice event that’s sponsored 
by the community. There are awe- 
some trails in Hollis that we hike, and 


I say hike lightly because it’s really 
a walk through the woods — it’s not 
vigorous. It’s certainly for all levels 
of experience; we don’t want to scare 
anyone off,” Lipkin-Rifkin said. 

There will be prizes for those who 
are able to donate the most money for 
the cause. Those participating in the 
hike are asked to raise at least $100. 

“We’re raising this money to help 
children in need and we’re doing 
it in a creative and enjoyable way 
while also engaging the community 
in a way that’s meaningful,” Lipkin- 
Rifkin said. 

Carolyn Morgan Hafez has spon- 
sored the hiking event for the last few 


years. 

“We’re lucky enough to live on 
conservation land in Hollis, and 
we’re always hiking and snowshoe- 
ing,” Hafez said. 

After working on the board for a 
number of years, she has continued 
to help with Jayme’s Fund through 
fundraising. 

“It’s always a warm and nice event. 
It’s my way of contributing to the 
Jayme fund. I think it supports a very 
good cause. They’re helping disen- 
franchised children. . . . But it’s also 
very much about continuing with the 
memory of her daughter.” 

Jayme’s Fund for Social Justice 


provides scholarships — like annu- 
al journalism scholarships to students 
at Pinkerton Academy in Derry, 
where Jayme went to school — and 
grants to organizations that promote 
children’s rights, like Child Health 
Services in Manchester. 

Lipkin-Rifkin has done many other 
fundraisers over the years, includ- 
ing concerts and golf tournaments, as 
well as events that encourage young 
people to get involved. On March 
26, for example, students at Southern 
New Hampshire University sewed 
and stuffed bears for Jayme’s Bears, 
an annual fundraiser that donates the 
bears to local hospitals as well as 
organizations around the world. 

“The wonderful energy of students 
helps us to remember why we started 
this in the first place,” Lipkin-Rifkin 
said. A

IN/OUT THE GARDENING GUY

I would hazard a guess that if you toured 
an art museum, the artwork depleting flowers 
would outnumber the art showing vegetables 
10 to one. Or maybe 100 to one. Flowers? 
Georgia O’Keefe and her poppies spring to 
my mind; Monet had his famous paintings of 
Givemy with its water lilies. Van Gogh had 
his sunflowers. And so on. But few painters 
have foeused on kohlrabi or lettuee. And why 
is that? Vegetables are as beautiful as flowers 
if properly grown and displayed. 

I was reeently at the Rhode Island Flower 
Show and was stmek by the artwork of Bill 
Chisholm of Somerville, Mass, (billehisholm. 
eom). He had big, bold paintings for sale of 
vegetables and fruits. I bought a big toma- 
to, a smaller artiehoke and a delightful elove 
of garlie. I hung them in my kitehen, next 
to the stove. He paints in oil, and then has 
reproduetions printed on eanvas using a teeh- 
nique ealled gielee. The eanvas is stretehed 
on wood frames, just like an original, but at a 
small fraetion of the priee. 

Mueh of my life is devoted to my vegeta- 
ble gardens in the spring, summer and fall. I 
start seeds now, indoors. I baby the infants 
outdoors in May and June. I harvest and pro- 
eess the food mueh of the summer and all of 
the fall. So now, in winter, it’s niee to see veg- 
gies on the wall — in addition to those in the 
freezer. My new art got me thinking about the 
veggies we will plant this summer. 

As you plan your garden this year, think 
about planting veggies in artistie ways. 
Choose eultivars for eolor and leaf texture, 
and plant them as you would if you were 
planting a flower garden — or ereating a 
painting. Here are some of my favorites: 

I love lettuees. They eome in so many eol- 
ors and leaf textures. I start lettuee in the 
house in April and May in six-paeks, eaeh 
week starting a eouple of different varieties. 
I plant green leaf lettuee, red lettuee, lettuee 
of multiple hues. In the garden I like to spaee 
lettuee six inehes apart so that eaeh head 
reaehes full size and is not erowded. But I 
like to interplant reds with greens, frilly let- 
tuees with shiny leafed-lettuee. Amgula with 
Romaine or Oakleaf and so forth. 

I get seeds from numerous sources. Renee’s 
Seeds (reneesgarden.com) packages lettuces 
in pairs or trios of colors. This allows you to 
create a colorful array of leaf colors with just a 
package or two. Johnny’s Selected Seeds has an 
amazing array of lettuce seeds aimed not only at 
the homeowner, but also the CSA manager and 
farmer. In their catalog are a few pages showing 
the diversity of leafs you can work with. 

Of the purple-leafed veggies, one of my 
favorites is orach. This is not a lettuce at all.

but a relative of the amaranths, and is some- 
times called “summer spinach.” It doesn’t bolt 
the way spinach does, and can get to be 3 to 4 
feet tall. It will self-sow if you let it — I allow 
a few plants to get big and make seeds, and it 
comes back each year in my garden. I use it 
in salads, but I’ve read that it is also good as a 
cooked green. Available from Johnny’s Seeds. 

Other gorgeous vegetables include purple 
kohlrabi, eggplants, artichokes, and cauliflow- 
er. Visitors to my garden look at kohlrabi and 
seem to ask the same question: “What is that? 
A space alien?” The plant is a fat globe that 
sits on the soil surface and sends up “arms” 
from the bulb, with leaves on top of the arms. 

For sheer production value, you can’t beat a 
variety of kohlrabi called Kossack from John- 
ny’s Seeds, which produces globes bigger than 
softballs. But the purple-skinned ones, while 
smaller, are my favorites for their beauty. Renee’s 
Seeds sells a package of mixed purple and green 
varieties. I chop up kohlrabi and use it in salads 
and stir fries. It’s crisp and mild flavored, with a 
bit of a cabbage taste. They are fast-growing and 
should be started by seed in the garden. 

Cauliflowers can be gorgeous, too. I have 
grown a purple cauliflower variety but have 
to admit that, like most cauliflowers, it is 
awfully fussy. If the soil is too wet or too dry, 
the plants get big but don’t produce anything 
but little buttons — not the big heads you see 
in the grocery store, or want to eat. And the 
purple color fades away on cooking. 

Artichokes are beautiful plants, but take 
a long time to grow. In California they are 
perennials, but not here. This year I start- 
ed a few seeds in January, but little plants 
are sometimes sold at good garden centers if 
you haven’t started any yet. I grow a couple 
of plants each year mainly for their looks and 
get a few artichokes to eat, but they are quite 
small. Some years ago I visited the Giant 
Artichoke Restaurant in Castroville, Calif It 
had a sculpture of an artichoke that towered 
over me that I remember fondly — too bad I 
can’t have one like it in my garden.

IN/OUT TREASURE HUNT 

Hi Donna, 

I wondered if you could shed some light 
on a sampler that I found when going 
through my mom s things after she passed 
away. I attached a picture of it, but it is in a 
glass-enclosed frame, which makes it hard 
to view. It is somewhat faded, but it is basi- 
cally numbers and letters with a date that 
looks like Sept. 12, 1831, and the name 
Caroline Leonard. 

Anything you could tell me about it would 
be appreciated. 

Also, does it have any value?

Dear David, 

Your sampler is sweet. 

Samplers were very popular in the 1800s. 
When evaluating one, you look for a few things, 
including age, condition, origin and design. 

OK, so here is what to look for: You want 
it to be of good age (early 1800s to mid 
1 800s). You want it to be in good color and 
thread condition. Also, the more detailing 
the better, meaning figural, trees, houses, 
etc. The more local to where you live, the 
better, and the more history you have of the 
person the better. 

When you see them in glass (which 
is very common) you want to be care- 
ful, because they did cement a lot of them 
onto the back boarding. If that is down, 
then when you try to remove the sampler 
the cloth will come out, but most times the 
threading gets removed — making the sam- 
pler of little, if any, value. 

It is really tough to make an accurate 
appraisal of any sampler from a picture. 
By looking at yours, however, the age is 
nice, but it is faded and not too decorative. 
I did try to research Caroline Leanard and 
came up with one from England — not to 
say there wasn’t one here in the States, but 



I couldn’t find her. 

English samplers usually have a crown 
somewhere within them, but I didn’t see that 
on yours from the picture, so I am assuming 
this one is American. I think you need to do 
research on this and try to figure out where 
she was from. That is the fun part. But I do 
think the end result, judging it by appearance 
and assuming it is not cemented, will end up 
in the $100 to $150 range to a collector.

Driving faster is not the way to save fuel 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

Please settle a difference of opinion. All 
things being equal, which is harder on my 
engine: traveling 500 miles at 50 mph or at 
75 mph? My other half justifies her 7 5 -mph 
theory with the shorter time the engine is 
working. Which uses less fuel? — Will 

RAY: This reminds me of the old lame 
joke about the guy who was almost out of 
gas, so he drove home fast, hoping to get 
there before he ran out. 

TOM: The primary differenee between 
55 mph and 75 mph is the wind resistanee, 
beeause wind resistanee makes the engine 
work harder — a lot harder. The wind resis- 
tanee is almost double at 75 what it is at 55. 


RAY: Here are some eitations for that faet. 
Will: Newton, Issae, Second Law of Physics, 
1687; Newton, Issae, Air Resistance, 1726; 
Bernoulli, Daniel, Hydrodynamica, 1738; 
and Euler, Leonhard, Euler Equations, 1757. 

TOM: Have your “other half’ start with 
that stuff, and when she’s ready, write back 
and we’ll get her a workbook with some 
Navier-Stokes equations. 

RAY: More recently, Bridgestone did a 
study, mostly for the benefit of truckers try- 
ing to find the ideal highway speed, and they 
found that at 75 mph versus 55 mph, over the 
long term, maintenance costs could increase 
by 10 percent to 15 percent, with a corre- 
sponding drop in engine durability. 

TOM: They also found that tire life 
decreased 10 percent to 30 percent due to the 
higher speed. 

RAY: And fuel economy definitely takes 
a hit due to the higher wind resistance. The 
same study found that when you drop your 
speed fi-om 75 mph to 55 mph, your mileage 
improves by almost 40 percent! Here’s the 
link. Will, because I’m sure she’s not going 
to believe you: bridgestonetrucktires.com/ 
us_eng/real/magazines/ra_special-edit_4/ra_ 
special4_fuel- speed, asp . 

TOM: They found that for every mile per 
hour you increase over 55, you lose an aver- 


age of 1.6 miles per gallon. 

RAY: Now, all vehicles are different, with 
different engines, transmissions and drag 
coefficients. So the “optimaf ’ speed for any 
individual car might not be exactly 55 mph. 
But in general, the faster you go over 55 or 
60, the harder your engine has to work, and 
the lower your mileage. 

TOM: Of course, there is a cost for driving 
at 55 mph versus 75: your time! It takes lon- 
ger to get to your destination. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2006 Toyota Sienna CE mod- 
el with approximately 85,600 miles on it. 
Recently, I changed two of my tires and had 
a wheel alignment. Since that time, my tire- 
pressure warning light has been coming on. I 
took it to the mechanic who replaced the tires 
and he found nothing wrong. He said the 
tire pressures are all fine, and to just drive 
it and the problem will go away. Eve driv- 
en it for a couple of days now, and the light 
is still coming on. When you start the car, the 
light doesn t come on right away. But then 
after driving 5 to 7 miles, it comes on. The 
tire pressure is good. I am checking it every 
day. How I can resolve this matter? — Mir 

TOM: My guess would be that when he 
changed your tires, he accidentally damaged 


one of the tire-pressure sensors. 

RAY: On the part of the valve stem that sits 
inside the tire is a pressure sensor with a little 
transmitter. That sends information about the 
tire’s pressure to the car’s computer. 

TOM: The tire-pressure warning system 
on the ‘06 Sienna does not tell you which tire 
is low, so you don’t know which of the two 
sensors got damaged. 

RAY: But here’s what you can suggest to 
the mechanic. Tell him that it seems pretty 
likely that one of the tire-pressure sensors got 
damaged when he changed the tires. 

TOM: Then make him a deal. Have him 
put new sensors in those two new tires. He 
can do them one at a time if he wants to. 
Maybe he’ll guess right the first time and he 
won’t have to do both. 

RAY: And if a new pressure sensor or sen- 
sors makes the light go off, then it was pretty 
obvious that he’s responsible. 

TOM: But if he changes both sensors and 
that doesn’t fix the problem, then you’ve 
determined that he’s not at fault — in which 
case, you’ll pay him for that extra work. 

RAY: In that case, it may have just been 
a weird coincidence, and a sensor in anoth- 
er wheel just happened to fail after your tires 
were changed. But I doubt it.

Toil and trouble 

A close look at the Salem Witch Trials

Every year around Halloween, hundreds 
will floek to Salem, Mass., eurious about 
the Salem Witeh Trials. And while the hol- 
iday sheds some light on the trials, what 
Margo Bums wants people to realize is that 
in 1692, these were real people with real 
stories. 

Burns has long researehed the events 
that were doeumented during the Salem 
Witeh Trials and spent 10 years eompil- 
ing primary sourees into a book. Records 
of the Salem Witch-Hunt, that was released 
five years ago. Next Friday, Bums will be 
addressing some of the highlights of the tri- 
als at the Deerfield Town Hall. 

Bemie Cameron, part of the Deerfield 
Demoeratie Town Committee, worked with 
other organizations in town to help bring 
Burns to Deerfield to share her knowledge 
of the trials. 

“[Bums has] done a lot of primary 
researeh on the Salem Witeh Trials and she 
has a lot of eopies of doeuments explaining 
who was to be put to death, and arrest logs,” 
Cameron said. “It involves New Hampshire 
people as well.” 

Burns’s interest in the trials was sparked 
when she diseovered a eonneetion in her 
aneestry. 

“[Bums is] the 10th generation of Rebec- 
ca Nurse, who was one of the oldest to be 
accused of being a witch and be hanged,” 
said Cameron. 

Bums will talk about Nurse, as well as 
some other well-known people on trial, 
including Eunice Cole, Rachel Fuller and 
Isabelle Towle from New Hampshire. 

“That’s the joy of primary sources — then 
you know who was actually there,” Burns 
said. 

At the time of the trials, the legal sys- 
tem heavily documented everything, which 
helped Burns in her research.

“In order for them to give evidence, it 
had to be in writing — that’s why we have 
so many documents,” Bums said. “It’s fan- 
tastic to have it all written out. I love having 
the manuscript in my hand and seeing the 
documents. It’s so real.” 

Bums will explain things like why a lot 
of the documents were written in differ- 
ent colored inks and what that might have 
meant for those who were accused. 

She’ll also talk about some of the reasons 
behind the trials that people may not have 
heard about before, including political bat- 
tles between Massachusetts and Maine. 

“[The trials were] also part of a diversion 
from other things that were happening at 
the time to do with politics, and they tried 
to divert the public’s attention,” Cameron 
said. 

Bums hopes that people will walk away 
with anew sense ofunderstanding ofthe trials . 
“The tmth is stranger than any fiction. I 
want to show people how it happened, to 
get from mmor to hanged,” she said. “The 
story in the middle is what most people 
don’t know — how they got from point A 
to point B.”

Protein supplementation 

What does it do?

So many people are look- 
ing for a magie pill or seeret 
exereise to look better. Is 
eonsuming extra protein the 
answer? Does it make us look 
better, get in shape faster, and 
drop extra pounds? The answer may sur- 
prise you. 

Protein is used to build struetural eompo- 
nents of the body: skin, tendons, ligaments, 
organs and museles. It’s a substanee that 
provides energy but is primarily used for 
building the body. The U.S. reeommended 
daily allowanee ealls for up to 15 pereent 
of our daily diet to be made up of protein. 

The average 150-pound person needs to 
eonsume 2,000 ealories per day. If 15 per- 
eent of this is protein, that equates to 300 
ealories. A single gram of protein eontains 
4 ealories, whieh means 75 grams of pro- 
tein per day should be eonsumed. That is 
relatively easy to aehieve if you eat three 
meals a day. But does it more provide 
health benefits? 

Mixed evidence exists supporting the 
notion that extra protein builds more muscle 
when exercising; however, ample evidence 
shows that supplementing actually puts 
weight on. When you consume excess pro- 
tein, your body takes what’s left over and 
turns it to fat — the storage form of ener- 
gy — for later use. Extra fat contributes to 
high blood pressure, higher cholesterol, and 
increased chance for diseases such as can- 
cer, heart disease, orthopedic (joint) issues 
and more. 

Typical protein supplements recommend 
taking two scoops of protein at each meal, 
three times a day. Each scoop contains 
around 20 grams of protein, for a whopping 
120 grams of excess per day. That’s roughly 
the equivalent of adding 500 more calories 
into your diet. Supplementing daily would 
rack up 3,500 extra calories a week — the 
equivalent of a pound of fat. That’s right — 



supplementing protein actually causes you 
to pack on the pounds, and it’s not the mus- 
cle you want. 

Consider this: If you’re working out reg- 
ularly at a gym, the best way for that gym 
to keep your business is for you to maintain 
your weight. If the gym promotes protein 
supplements, you might have to keep exer- 
cising to lose weight simply because the 
supplementing puts it back on. And if you 
quit with frustration, you probably already 
paid your membership up front or are con- 
tractually obligated to continue on, so the 
profit margin is even better. Protein sup- 
plementation actually keeps fat on and 
the money coming into the gym’s bank 
account. 

If a thinner body is your goal, cutting 
comers isn’t the answer. The reality is that 
there aren’t any quick fixes or shortcuts to 
being healthy. Instead of seeking a mira- 
cle pill or powder, make doing an extra few 
sets of weights or another 15 minutes of 
cardiovascular training your supplement. 
Save your protein supplement money for 
new clothes as your fitness improves.

Gorgeous and delicious 

How to make an edible, ornamental garden

The Amherst Town Library is no strang- 
er to the edible garden. In warmer weather, 
the Amherst Garden Club works around 
the building, planting flora as well as fruits 
and vegetables. 

“Last year, we had wonderful kale growing 
as you came into the library,” said Ruslyn Year, 
head reference librarian and adult program- 
ming coordinator. “The garden club always 
provides something wonderfully creative with 
different colors and smells and textures.” 

Now, the garden club and library are 
teaming up to present “The Edible Orna- 
mental Garden,” with guest speaker Karen 
Bussolini, garden photographer, NOFA- 
Accredited Organic Land Professional and 
garden coach. 

Like the Amherst Garden Club does work 
outside the library, Bussolini integrates herbs, 
fruit trees and edible plants into her garden- 
ing landscapes. 

“Originally I found Karen online as a gar- 
den speaker and thought she’d be a good 
speaker to come ... as a photographer, a 
well-known speaker and author of a couple 
of books,” Amherst Garden Club member 
Marti Warren said. “It’s going to be a popular 
topic, especially since we’re all waiting for 
the snow to melt.” 

Already the event has been moved to one 
of the larger rooms upstairs in the library, 
Warren said, because of the interest the pro- 
gram has received. 

Warren said that tomatoes, like grape or 
cherry tomatoes, and eggplant are a great 
addition to any garden space because of the 
color they provide. 

“Eggplant is a beautiful color . . . but it 
also has a gorgeous flower so it fits right 
in,” she said. 

She also recommends planting gardens 
outside the front door or a kitchen door. 

“Add some of the herbs that you use, the 
basil and the parsley. Some of those that you 
use quite a bit in your summer cooking,” she 
said. “It’s just so great to be able to go out 
and pick it fresh. ... I think we’re going to see 
more of it [edible ornamental gardening], and 
people are talking about it more and more.” 

The edible garden program kicks off 
Amherst Town Library’s series “Ah! Get 
Ready for the Days of Summer,” which runs 
during the month of April.

“I’m looking forward to seeing all the dif- 
fering kinds of colors and all the varieties of 
possibilities that can happen in our gardens, 
and the idea that we’re going to be able to 
have beauty and also something delicious in 
the same space is exciting to me,” Year said. 

“The idea of the edible garden and includ- 
ing herbs and vegetables in your garden with 
annuals or perennials has always interest- 
ed me,” Warren said. “The kids [who visit 
the library] love it. ... We tell them that if it’s 
ready, you can pick it.” 

A delicious community 

Year loves when a library can inspire not 
just its local bibliophiles, but the surround- 
ing community. Programs like “The Edible 
Ornamental Garden” help make connections 
based on similar interests. Year said. Now, 
libraries are offering more and more interest- 
based programming (including more cooking 
and culinary workshops). 

“I think in our programming we seek to find 
interests of all members of our community, 
and food is certainly one — in all its aspects 
— that many folks are interested,” Year said. 
“I think bringing it to the library as the center 
of the community allows people to find more 
information and explore different paths.” 

In March, the library hosted chef Liz Bar- 
bour to share literary-inspired dishes from 
some of her own favorite novels. Other 
libraries hold cookbook book groups and 
potlucks, and more are inviting chefs to offer 
cooking demonstrations. 

Later in April, the Amherst Town Library 
will offer a green smoothie demonstration 
with tastings and recipes on Thursday, April 
24, at 7 p.m., which focuses on the health 
benefits of superfoods and smoothies. M

1 pound diced pancetta 

3 cups San Marzano tomato

Weeknight Wonders 

The cookbook: I’m a fan of Krieger, both 
from her old show, Healthy Appetite, and from 
her previous cookbooks, which do a good job 
of reworking things like mac & cheese to be 
healthier. Here, her focus is quick dinners. 
Lean protein, high fiber and vegetables — 
that’s the secret formula she uses on most of 
her dishes, such as “Whole-grain penne with 
chicken, mushrooms and spinach,” “Steamed 
Flounder with Vegetables, Ginger and Scal- 
lion” and “Pork Tenderloin with Fennel and 
Grapes.” The book offers a good balance 
between meat and vegetarian dishes, which is 
nice for the health-minded cook who wants to 
cut back on but not cut out meat from her diet. 
In addition to the very clear recipes (Krieg- 
er ’s recipes are ones you can riff on but don’t 
have to do a lot of guessing to get right) and 
dishes that, at least as often as not, contain 
both the main entree and a vegetable, each 
dish includes a nutrition breakdown based on 
a very normal human serving size, which she 
describes exactly. She also offers notes about 
the health benefits of the ingredients. 

The recipe: “Sole with Savory Bread Cmmb 
Topping and Roasted Asparagus,” on page 202. 

Giada^s Feel Good Food 

The cookbook: De Laurentiis gets a lot of 
flak for being pretty and having shows that 
seem to focus as much on the prettiness as 
the food. But I have always found her reci- 
pes to be well-crafted — they’re helpful to 
the person approaching a dish for the first 
time and they tend to turn out as promised. 
This cookbook is just as dedicated to big fla- 
vor as her previous books, though it does 


have a healthier focus. Though there are pas- 
ta dishes, you won’t find big cheesy lasagna. 
Instead, you’ll find dinners like “Grilled Her- 
bed Tofu with Avocado Cream,” “Southern 
Italian- Style Herbed Chicken” and “Len- 
til Burgers with Lemon-Basil Mayonnaise. 
The book also includes non- food-related seg- 
ments sprinkled throughout about personal 
care — and it’s an odd thing to flip through 
breakfast recipes only to stumble on a photo 
of a scantily dressed Giada splashing water 
on her face and talking about her morn- 
ing routine of water, yoga and breakfast or 
another two-page spread where she discusses 
her skin care. The takeaway is less a feeling 
of having read a cookbook and more a sense 
that you’ve been given advice on how to add 
more spa touches to your life. 

The recipe: “Sole with Lemon-Basil Pes- 
to” page 201. 

The result: Though both of these recipes 
called for sole, sole is not what was avail- 
able at any of the local supermarkets where 
I shop. Flounder seemed like the best in-sea- 
son substitute and is, as fish go, remarkably 
easy to work with. It cooks quickly and is 
easy to cut (if needed) and easy to handle. 
It was moist and flaky, flavorful but also 
accepting of the recipe’s flavors and, best of 
all, pretty kid- friendly. I did like that Krieg- 
er ’s recipe included a vegetable component 
(which I ended up borrowing when I made 
the De Laurentiis dish) and while both dish- 
es were relatively easy to pull together, the 
pesto made for Giada’s dish was (though 
delicious) a little more effort than the bread 
crumbs made for Ellie’s. 


The winner 


WEEKNIGHT WONDERS 


Though not zero-effort, Krieger ’s sole recipe is as about as easy as it gets in terms of pulling togeth- 
er a near-complete meal. (And I found myself making it many times in the weeks since I first tried out 
the recipe.) The crispy bread cmmbs on top of her fish were an easier sell to my picky toddler than 
the pesto on top of Giada’s. Overall, Giada’s book seems like a good resource for someone really try- 
ing to eat lighter and cleaner. Ellie’s book, though equally health-minded, had dishes and flavors that 
hold more appeal for picky eaters and not just the nutrition-minded.

Dry rubs 

Now that it’s officially spring, it’s time 
to clean my pantry. All of the seasonings 
and spiees I bought to heat the ehilly win- 
ter months have seen their better days and if 
still in the pantry are running low. 

As the seasons ehange I like to clean out 
my pantry and swap out any old or season- 
al spiees for the freshest ingredients. But 
instead of just throwing any leftovers to 
waste, I like to make one or two final things 
- namely dry rubs. 

Dry mbs ean be stored almost indefinitely 
in the pantry in an airtight eontainer, so they’re 
a great way to use up any spiees that might 
still be lingering. There are eertainly spices I 
know I use more of in partieular seasons, so 
it’s easy to eombine things like paprika, ehili 
powder and red pepper into a mb I’ll use on 
barbeeue throughout the summer. 

One of the great things about dry mbs 
is that it doesn’t take mueh to experiment. 
You can tweak and trim to perfeetion, and 
then start all over again. Growing up, my 
parents always used marinades instead of 
dry mbs for all of our meatiest cookouts. 
The marinades were usually a combination 
of some spiees and a liquid base, a barbeeue 
sauce, or even Italian dressing when there 
wasn’t a lot of time to spare. 

Today, I’m just as guilty of sticking with 
marinades instead of experimenting with 
too many dry mbs. But my husband eon- 
siders himself something of a barbeeue 
eonnoisseur and has been trying different 
eombinations of ingredients on ribs, brisket 
and chicken for several seasons now. 

Some are too spiey, others too bland, but 
they all take minimal time and effort to put 



together, and you ean always start with a 
base of spiees that you like before custom- 
izing the mb to a partieular poultry or meal. 

The spiees my husband and I use most 
frequently in dry mbs are paprika, eumin, 
chili powder and garlic powder. Of course 
we always add a hearty dose of salt and 
pepper, and oecasionally some brown sugar 
when we want to sweeten things up. 

A few nights ago I decided to take one 
of the dry mbs we made reeently and slow 
cook a pork loin. I opted to add some barbe- 
eue sauee to the slow cooker as well so the 
meat wouldn’t dry out. 

The eombination of the spicy dry mb and 
the sweet barbecue sauce was delieious. After 
only two hours on high in the slow eooker, 
the pork was juiey, tender and flavorful. Plus, 
I eould pull it apart with a fork - making the 
perfect cuts for pulled-pork tacos. While it’s 
still too ehilly out for me to grill, I like mixing 
wet and dry mbs for the best results. 

The pantry options for dry mbs are 
seemingly endless. I’d bet that most of the 
reeipes you’ll find you like eome from your 
own experimentation. But if you need some 
inspiration, barbeeue eookbooks are a great 
souree. Myron Mixon, whose fried ehick- 
en recipe I recently tried and loved, offers 
some great suggestions in his eookbook, 
Smokin ’ With Myron Mixon. His reeipes for 
dry mbs are pretty traditional, so ehances 
are you’ll have all of the ingredients in your 
pantry and be able to do some spring pantry 
eleaning of your own. — Lauren Mifsud A

Recipes for the sweet tooth 

Anise cookies 

My childhood dessert memories are full 
of elassie flavors like ehoeolate, vanilla, 
einnamon, peanut butter and peppermint. 
These guys were the stars. But no pieture of 
my eonfeetionery history is eomplete with- 
out an important supporting player: anise. 

It showed up in store-bought Stella 
D’Oro Anisette Toast, a biseotti-like ere- 
ation with a erisp exterior and spongy 
interior, all laeed with the signature flavor. 
It showed up in pizzelles, the erispy, laey 
eookies my mother made in a waffle-iron- 
like eontraption. 

And, most prominently, it showed up in 
these elassie Italian eookies. No bout of 
Christmas baking was ever eomplete with- 
out several batehes of these sprinkle-topped 
treats. In faet, if my father had his way, we 
wouldn’t even bother with the other, inferi- 



or eookies and would instead spend all our 
time, effort, and flour on Italian eookies. 

So what makes it so magie? That is an 
exeellent question, to whieh I am not sure I 
have an answer. Anise is a little sweet and 
a little earthy. It tastes a lot like a slight- 
ly less pungent version of lieoriee and a 
slightly less herbal version of fennel, nei- 
ther of whieh are flavors that would seem to 
be naturals in awesome baked goods. 

Yet mixed into an eggy eookie dough 
and glazed with a plain sugar ieing, anise 
beeomes essential to elevating a simple 
eookie into the stuff of ehildhood memo- 
ries. That wasn’t an answer, was it? Oh 
well. Just bake the eookies, brew a eup of 
tea and enjoy. — Sarah Shemkus A 



Italian Anise Cookies 

Recipe from my mother s recipe box 

3 eggs 
!/2 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon anise extract 

2 tablespoons vegetable shortening 
2 cups flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 cup confectioner’s sugar 

2 to 3 tablespoons milk 
Colored sprinkles 

Preheat oven to 425 degrees. 

Using an electric mixer, beat eggs in a large 
mixing bowl until they are an even consis- 


tent yellow color. Add sugar, shortening, and 
anise flavor and beat until combined. 

Sift flour and baking powder into bowl and beat 
until a thiek stieky dough is formed. If neees- 
sary, stir by hand to finish ineorporating flour. 
Form dough into 1-ineh balls and plaee 1 
ineh apart on ungreased eookie sheet. Bake 
until tops of eookies are dry and bottoms are 
golden brown, 6 to 8 minutes. Remove eook- 
ies to wire raek to eool. 

When eookies are eompletely eool, plaee 
them, elustered elose together, on rimmed 
baking sheet. Mix eonfeetioner’s sugar and 
milk together to form a thiek but pourable 
icing. Drizzle icing over eookies and deeorate 
with eolored sprinkles before icing dries.

Recent bargain wines at state liquor outlets

I apologize, wine-lovers. I had taken a 
few weeks off from writing about wine and 
was foeusing my attention on beer. I am 
baek to writing about wine again and am 
really looking forward to spring beeause it 
means many loeal wineries open for their 
2014 seasons. 

While some people believe that good 
wine has to be expensive, or that you can’t 
get decent wine unless you spend more than 
$20, this isn’t true! First of all, the defini- 
tion of “good” is subjective. (After all, some 
people drink white zinfandel.) Secondly, 
there are some fabulous wines in the $10 to 
$15 range at local wineries, supermarkets 
and New Hampshire Liquor and Wine Out- 
lets. Here are a few of my “bargain picks” 
to help you get a good bottle of wine, even 
if you’re on a budget. 

(Note: At the time of writing, many of 
these wines were Outlet Power Buys at 
New Hampshire Liquor and Wine Outlets. 
Check your local outlet for current pricing.) 

Bearboat Syrah is a wine I love to find 
on sale for $9.99, because it typically sells 
for about $20. This wine is from the Cali- 
fornia Russian River Valley and is as rich on 
the palate as it is in color. Made from 100 
percent syrah grapes, the wine has a deep, 
ruby red hue and aromas of raspberries and 
black pepper. 

This syrah is full-bodied and velvety. I love 
its texture and silkiness and don’t even mind 
some tannin on the finish. Try pairing this 
wine with braised meats, like ribs, duck dish- 
es and even chili. I like to sip it on its own. 

Firesteed Oregon Pinot Noir is one of 
my favorites and another bottle that typically 
sells for about $20. If you see it for less than 
that or on sale, definitely pick up a bottle, f 
also really love the label and would give this 
wine as a gift. 

This wine is a great sipper in anticipa- 
tion of spring because it is light and fruity, 
with aromas of blueberries and raspberries 
and just a touch of pepper. Like the syr- 


ah, it is smooth and soft on the palate with 
a pleasant finish. It would pair well with 
lighter meat dishes, pasta and sauce or even 
a cheeseburger. 

Penfolds produces an extensive wine 
selection, but its Koonunga Hill Shiraz 
Cabernet was named Great Value Red 
Wine of the Year and the 2002 vintage was 
among Decanter magazine’s Top 50 New 
World Wines. This wine has been around 
since its first vintage in 1976, so it’s not a 
new wine, but it is known as a consistent- 
ly good value. 

This wine is made from Australian grapes 
from a variety of southern vineyards, result- 
ing in a blend that is fruity from the shiraz, 
at 70 percent, and structured with some tan- 
nins from the cabernet, at 30 percent. It has 
fruit aromas of red berries with a touch of 
oak, reminiscent of its aging process. On 
the palate, it has a “rolling persistence and a 
claret-like grip that is eminently Penfolds.” 
The finish is another Penfolds signature: a 
chocolate-like finish that embodies the Koo- 
nunga Hills. 

Try this wine with pasta dishes like gnoc- 
chi with meat sauce, eggplant Parmesan or 
other sauce-based or Mediterranean- style 
dishes. 

It is worth noting that the New Hamp- 
shire Liquor and Wine Outlets has a Last 
Chance program designed to sell off inven- 
tory and make room for new items. This 
allows you to purchase items at highly dis- 
counted prices, but it’s also a good way 
to stock up on a wine or vintage you like 
before it’s gone. Some wines worth noting 
on the current list: Banff Rosa Regale for 
$8.49; Rozes Vintage 97 Porto for $39.49 
(from $54.99) and a 2007 German Riesling 
for $31.49 (from $43.99). Check out the 
current list at liquorandwineoutlets.com/ 
wine/last chance. Each item has a list of 
what stores will have inventory. 

Lastly, if you happen to be a white zin- 
fandel fan, that’s OK too — who am I to 
judge? For any of you out there, Sutter 
Home White Zinfandel was also on sale 
for the bargain price of $7.49. A

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

“Vanilla” was the flavor of the week in this 
week’s wines, both in the white and in the red. 

The 2011 Gunsight Rock Cabernet Sau- 
vignon from Paso Robles ($16.99 at Harvest 
Market in Bedford) was a dark red wine 
that gave off aromas of vanilla and oakiness 
as well as what one of us ealled “restrained 
fruit” notes — eherry, perhaps, but in a more 
mellow way. The oakiness and vanilla notes 
earned through in the flavor, as did the big 
red fruit. But the wine wasn’t jammy — this 
was a drier presentation of fruit flavors with a 
good amount of mineraliness. 

The 2010 Mare Mondavi ehardonnay 
The Divining Rod from Santa Lueia High- 
lands ($13.99 at Market Basket) also had 
vanilla notes. This light gold ehard also had 
aromas of lemon and a light whiff of ripe 
fruit. There was also, strange as this might 
sound, the aroma (though not neeessarily the 



taste) of sweetness — a kind of light honey 
seent that ean but doesn’t always indieate 
the way the wine will taste. In this ease, 
the wine had elean flavors — light hints of 
vanilla and pastry but with a tart finish. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle without 
breaking the bank Unless otherwise noted,

Trollfest, Kaptein Kaos (NoiseArt Records) 

Sixth LP from the Norwegian folk- 
thrash aet whose lyrical language is “a 
combination of Norwegian, German 
and Trollish,” i.e., it’s right up your 
alley if you go for things like Borat, 
old Slayer records, LARP festivals 
and roaring-drunk Norwegian dudes 
(is there any other kind?). Nowadays, 
bands like this one and Korpiklaani and 
Ensiferum can almost make respectable 
livings out of this all-fun genre (some- 
thing called the Paganfest tour passed 
through the U.S. in 2013) as they con- 
tinue roping in thrash fans who need a 
little more melody with their hair- whipping. If Korpiklaani is the Slayer of this 
genre, these guys are Gwar, not averse to ladling out gags such as the drawn- 
out circus boing-boing-boinging of opening track “Trolltramp,” and otherwise 
being raw, punked-up and, at times, seriously heavy (the Gogol Bordello-tinged 
“Vulkan”). There’s a black/power-metal version of “Ave Maria” in here that 
makes perfect sense.

Black Lips, Underneath the Rainbow (Vice Records) 

What I liked about Black Lips’ last 
LP, 2011’s Arabia Mountain, was that 
it sort of sneered at the whole Byrds 
craze that was going on in the hip- 
ster dungeons, or maybe they weren’t 
sneering but simply doing it right, 
sounding as bored with it as everyone 
else was. Calm down, yeah, I know. 
Black Lips are usually thought of as 
a reboot of Ramones, but if you insist 
on going there, they’re more like New 
York Dolls or even Sham 69, down to 
the freak-out skits, and regardless, they 
sound like they couldn’t care less about 
whom they’re compared to, which goes a long way. This new LP starts with 
“Drive By Buddy,” a rather unsubtle nod to “19^^ Nervous Breakdown” if you 
wanna get pedantic, but anytime a band can sound this disaffected I have to fork 
over a hall pass — anything that gets you kids away from Velveeta-ized tech- 
no that was already boring 14 years ago is a good thing. “Smiling” is like They 
Might Be Giants making fun of the Beach Boys, an outrageously topical (and 
wholly correct) attitude to have under recent indie circumstances, if that’s the 
point of it. “Make You Mine” was a little too close to Arabia's “Spidey’s Curse” 
for comfort, but at this point they’ve already won the Punk Band of the Decade 
Award, so yeah, there’s another hall pass. A Eric W Saeger

Banner Saga, 
2014 

Stoic 

Vikings! Giants! Viking Giants! Banner 
Saga has all three in spades. 

Banner Saga is an isometrie, turn-based 
skirmish game — you know, the genre 
that really sets the eash registers aflame 
— designed by a team of former BioWare 
MMO devs. It follows the story of a Nordie 
eivilization struggling against the return of 
the Dredge, an aneient golem-like adver- 
sary. Fighting alongside their homed giant 
allies the Varl, the humans attempt to stave 
off the Dredge advanee and defeat their 
powerful leader, the Bellower. 

You eontrol a squad of warriors leading 
a larger warband aeross the Disney-esque 
snowseape. Your unit may eonsist of 
shieldbangers, spearmen, arehers and the 
like. As you progress in eombat, your 
heroes will gain experienee and further 
develop into subsets of their elass with 
more individualized powers. Warhawks 
are great for damaging large melee groups 
while Siege Arehers ean eontrol the bat- 
tlefield by laying down burning piteh. 
Crafting the optimal eombination of heroes 
and the order in whieh they aet requires 
eareful strategie outlook. As your damage 
output is direetly tied to your health. Ban- 
ner Saga finds a tenuous balanee between 
heavy hitters and skirmishers. A unit’s 


armor statistie must be ehipped away 
before meaningful damage ean be done, 
and most units are designed to skew toward 
armor destmetion or health damage. The 
turn-based melee is elegantly handled with 
a speeial group ability to restore willpow- 
er to troops (allowing for longer moves and 
harder hits) refreshed by eombat sueeess. 

This element really helps eapture the 
momentum of eombat — exeept, unfortu- 
nately, in the final moments of a fight. As a 
side is redueed in fighters, those fighters get 
to aet more frequently, whieh is a bit irking. 
Why is this wounded soldier six times fast- 
er now? It serves to smooth the advantage 
eurve in some battles but ean get under your 
skin when you’re on a hot streak. 

Out of eombat there is some warband 
management as you journey aeross the 
eountryside. You must stay supplied, keep 
troop morale high and know when the wag- 
on train needs a rest. It’s kind of a viking 
Oregon Trail, but with less dysentery. 
Along the road you eneounter numerous 
story moments that zoom you into dis- 
eussion amongst the leaders of the band. 
Should you leave troops to defend this vil- 
lage from the Dredge? Are you going to 
diseipline an indigent soldier harshly or 
display some understanding of the stress of 
eombat? 

The dialogue options help eraft eharaeter 
and motive while the Bluth/Baskhi-esque 
illustrations provide a rieh visual world. 
The art and story, eombined with the deep 
taetieal eombat (whieh does the bulk of the 
game’s heavy lifting) ereate a strong trifee- 
ta. It is refreshing to see small(ish) games 
like Banner Saga that use their seale lim- 
itations to make something unique and 
elegant. A gaming world with more Banner 
Saga and less Titanfall is a terribly attrae- 
tive plaee. A — Glenn Given A

Life IS a Wheel: Love, 

Death, Etc,, and a Bike Ride 
Across America, by Bruce 
Weber (Scribner, 319 pages) 

There’s Bruee Weber the 
photographer, Bruee Weber the 
basketball eoaeh, and Bruee 
Weber the New York Times 
obituary writer who is best 
known not for his obituaries but 
for his bieyeling. (Go figure.) 

Don’t Google the name, but if 
you’ve any interest in bieyeling 
aeross the United States, you’ll want the latter 
Weber’s new memoir. Life is a Wheel. 

One might think few people are interested 
in riding a bike all day, every day, for three or 
four months, but one would be wrong. Weber 
has now done it twiee, and on his latest jour- 
ney, ehronieled in a blog that beeame this 
book, he eneountered dozens of others eyelists 
on similar quests. In faet, he was not yet out 
of Washington State before eneountering a 
eouple biking from Canada to Mexieo, and 
by Idaho had eneountered an Australian bik- 
ing from Maine to Seattle. There’s no shortage 
of people making epie journeys on two wheels 
and then writing about it, as evideneed by a 
website ealled erazyguyonabike.eom, “a plaee 
for bieyele tourists and their journals.” But not 
many of them write from the lofty pereh at the 
newspaper known as the Old Gray Lady. 

Weber has worked for the Times for 28 years 
and, as such, can do pretty much what he wants, 
which includes taking a few months away from 
the office to pedal across the country while 
mminating on past loves and past lives. The 
genesis of this particular trip was boredom after 
three years of writing obituaries, a 60th birthday 
coming alarmingly into view, and the 1 8th anni- 
versary of the first time Weber took such a trip. 
He made that journey “blithely certain of myself 
and without any of the qualms that are now 
weighing down the saddlebags of my mind.” 

Beginning the first trip, Weber couldn’t 
fully understand the physical and psycho- 


logical challenges that waited. 
Perseverance, he writes, is “eas- 
ier for the poorly informed.” 
This time, he has no comforting 
illusions, plus he is possessed of 
a body in the full groan of mid- 
dle age. But he has an $8,000 
bike, custom made and nicely 
equipped for the journey. 

The cost of the bike will irri- 
tate many of Weber’s blog 
readers, as will the fact that the 
newspaper “sponsored” his jour- 
ney, which presumably means that he was 
on salary while biking across the country, a 
double dip, since the blog produced a book 
contract and accompanying advance. “Nice 
work if you can get it,” is a common rejoin- 
der, both in correspondence and among some 
of the people that Weber encounters on the 
trip. Of course it is, hut what of ifl is his reac- 
tion, and really, the only possible reaction. 

It’s not necessary to like an author to 
appreciate his work, which is good, because 
Weber admits — and demonstrates amply — 
that he is intermittently a self-absorbed boor, 
smart and genial but tone-deaf to nuance and 
heartland propriety. “Good thing we’re out of 
parents. I can’t do this again,” he says to his 
brother at their father’s funeral. 

The brother smiled disapprovingly, as 
will many of the people Weber encountered 
on the journey and then wrote about in Life 
is a Wheel. It’s one of the book’s small irri- 
tants, a constant name-dropping of people 
who don’t matter to the narrative, but whose 
names are recorded as if another click on the 
people-who-will-buy-this-book-o-meter. 

A bigger issue is the smiling derision 
throughout the book. While Weber admits 
to the prejudices and habits of a native New 
Yorker who doesn’t own a car, he doesn’t find 
this lens troubling, and in fact, revels in it. 
There is a sort of breathless wonder about him 
as Weber re-discovers the yokels living in fly- 
over country, who amuse him with their quaint

yammering about the ‘ unassailable virtues of 
Jesus and guns” and who erect large charm- 
ing statues of Paul Bunyan and fish he caught. 

Upon seeing the latter, in Garrison, Min- 
nesota, he writes, “I wish you could see the 
smile on my face. My country.” 

It’s meant, I suppose, as an expression of 
endearment, but having traveled a thousand 
miles with the man by then, it’s hard not to 
hear a reverberating snark, as if the whole 
country is a free-range zoo that Weber has 
left Manhattan to visit. When he encounters a 
dazzling field of sunflowers in North Dako- 
ta, one that inspires him to contemplate “the 
farmer as artist,” he could have left it at that. 
But upon learning that most sunflower seeds 
are cmshed for oil, he writes, “This is infor- 
mation that perhaps no New Yorker carries 
around but every North Dakotan does.” 

That said. Life is a Wheel is, for the most 
part, an interesting ride, a tapestry woven of 
the journey as it unfolds and Weber’s musings 
on his complicated relationships with people 
both living and dead. In the first chapter, he 
confesses that writing is an act of self-aggran- 
dizement (“I have something to say!”) and that 
writing a memoir is “downright hubristic” (“I 
have something to say about myself) And at 
times, Weber’s dips into the past seem a nar- 
cissistic padding of the manuscript, as when he 
renders, word for word, the eulogy he deliv- 
ered at his mother’s funeral. A two-chapter 
description of a previous ride through Vietnam 
also detours the reader too far off course for 
too long. 

But cyclists with long-distance ambitions 
will appreciate the detail, not only of Weber’s 
route, but of the logistics in putting such a 
journey together. And for those without long- 
distance ambitions, for whom an occasional 
ride is “pleasure masquerading as exercise”? 
Weber promises we, too, can go far. “The 
secret truth is that just about anyone can 
make a trip like this — you don’t have to be 
in great shape or own a top-flight bike — as 
long as you’re willing to keep pedaling.” B 
— Jennifer Graham M

The Fault in Our Stars by John Green 
(2012, Dutton Books) 

If you haven’t heard of John Green, 
ehanees are you haven’t walked by the 
Young Adult seetion in a bookstore lately. 
Green has written and published a number 
of bestselling YA novels, ineluding Looking 
for Alaska and Paper Towns. He’s not just 
popular among teens — 20-somethings love 
his work, too, ineluding my friends. Giv- 
en his popularity, I asked my friends whieh 
book I should read first. The answer was 
unanimously The Fault in Our Stars. 

Protagonist Hazel Graee Laneaster is a 
smart, oxygen-tank-toting 16-year-old girl 
battling thyroid eaneer. Her mother eneour- 
ages Hazel to attend a eaneer support group 
for teens, where a reluetant Hazel meets 
the dreamy Augustus Waters. Immediate- 
ly, the two are attraeted to one another; they 
share the same struggles and interests, eaeh 
embodying an inspiring tenaeity of life. 

Augustus and Hazel’s relationship 
is unlike any other teen love story I’ve 
eneountered before. In faet, I wouldn’t even 
eategorize The Fault in Our Stars as a love 


story. Although 
you’ll find The 
Fault in Our Stars 
in the teen seetion, 
they’re so much 
more mature than 
Bella and Edward, 
Katniss and Pee- 
ta or Ginny and 
Harry combined. 
Think Romeo and 
Juliet meets Nich- 
olas Sparks with a huge dose of reality. 
They’re smart, funny and well-read, but 
they’re raw. All along, you know they exist 
in a fictitious world, but their story isn’t 
aloof; it’s right in front of you. 

Green’s prose is witty and deeply engag- 
ing. I read the 3 1 3 -page book in one day (and 
I’m a slow reader). I love when I’m com- 
pletely enveloped by a book, and every once 
in a while. I’ll find a book that makes me 
laugh out loud. Rarely do I encounter sto- 
ries that move me to tears. The Fault in Our 
Stars had me grinning ear-to-ear, laughing 
between the lines and whole-heartedly sob- 
bing throughout. I was warned, to be fair, 
that I was definitely going to cry. The Fault 
in Our Stars is scheduled to hit theaters this 
June, but this book should not be skipped if 
you plan on watching it on screen.

Jewish American experience 

NH Jewish Film Festival starts this weekend

There are few things as effeetive as film 
in teaehing about the Jewish Ameriean 
experienee. 

“For a researeher and historian like me, it 
really gives you a ehanee to look at histor- 
ieal situations, about how and why a film 
was made at that time,” Yeshiva Univer- 
sity film professor Erie Goldman said in a 
phone interview. 

Author of The American Jewish Sto- 
ry through Cinema, Goldman is a featured 
speaker during the week-long NH Jewish 
Film Festival, whieh starts Mareh 27. His 
presentation will be aeeompanied by short 
elips to fuel eonversation. 

“Filmmaking is a eollaborative proeess. 
... In einema, there are so many differ- 
ent forees weighing in on the final produet 

— religious, soeial and eeonomie forees 

— and so, by examining the film, you ean 
really learn a great deal,” he said. 

Goldman’s book release and presen- 
tation are very timely, as the 6th Annual 
NH Jewish Film Festival’s theme revolves 
around the Jewish- Ameriean experienee. 
Nine films will show this year, whieh were 
pieked from a sea of 65, said Linda Gerson, 
eo-ehair of the 2014 NH Jewish Film Festi- 
val. Thirty- five volunteers have worked to

film, AKA Doc Pomus. If s about a very 
well-known Jewish songwriter, known for 
‘Save the Last Danee for Me’ and ‘Teen- 
age Love,”’ Gerson said. “We also have a 
ehildren’s entertainer following a showing 
of American Tail, and ... a stand-up eom- 
ie from the Boston area performing at the 
wrap-up party.” 

A good number of the films are reeent 
releases sereening for their first time in the 
Granite State. 

“These films are playing in Berlin, in 
London — we get to sereen the same mov- 
ies that are playing in festivals around the 
world, and they’re generally films that 
don’t normally eome to New Hampshire,” 
Gerson said. 

She’s partieularly exeited for New 
Hampshire to see Glickman, a film about 
the reeord-setting Jewish sprinter who was 
pulled from the 1936 Olympie Games to 
appease the Nazis. (Jesse Owens would 
eventually run in his plaee.) 

That runner, Marty Gliekman, would 
later beeome one of sports broadeasting’s 
biggest names and invent elassie sports 
terms like “swoosh.” (A New Hampshire 
eonneetion here: His great- grandaughter 
lives loeally and won the Miss New Hamp- 
shire pageant in 2003 and plaeed in the Top 
10 for the Miss Ameriea 2004 pageant.) 

Another film is The Jewish Cardinal, 
about Jean-Marie Lustiger, the Jewish- 
born Arehbishop of Paris whose religious 
identity is tested when there are Jewish pro- 
testers fighting against the plans to build a 
eonvent inside Ausehwitz. Yet another is 
Quality Balls, about David Steinberg, who 
quit his rabbinieal studies to direet siteoms 
like Seinfeld and Curb Your Enthusiasm. 

In faet, this year there were quite a few 
films to ehoose from. Goldman is seeing 
more films about the Jewish experienee 
being produeed aeross the globe. 

“How exeiting is it that we’re having 
this burst of films about the Jewish experi- 
enee that are of publie interest? . . . They’re 
being filmed worldwide, eoming from all 
kinds of interesting areas, and not just by 
Jewish filmmakers,” Goldman said. A

Muppets Most Wanted 


(PG) 

Kermit, Miss Piggy and friends 
hit the road for a world tour in Mup- 
pets Most Wanted^ a movie that 
doesn’t shine quite as bright as its 
predecessor. 

The movie begins in very Muppety 
fashion with the eharaeters calling “cut” 
at the end of the last movie and then 
deciding to make a sequel in which the 
gang goes on a world tour. Thus, Kermit 
(voice of Steve Whitmire) and compa- 
ny sign on with Dominic Badguy (Ricky 
Gervais) — the name is pronounced 
“badgey” he says — as their manager. 
What they don’t know is that the tour is 
all a cover for Dominic’s boss, Constan- 
tine (voice of Matt Vogel), the world’s 
most dangerous frog. Constantine has a 
series of burglaries planned at museums 
near each of the Muppets’ shows. But the 
first step involves Constantine, who bears 
a strong resemblance to Kermit save for 
a Russian accent and a prominent mole, 
switching places with Kermit, who is 
promptly sent off to a Russian gulag. 
Though Miss Piggy and Fozzie (both 
voiced by Eric Jacobson) think Kermit 
seems a bit off, they accept his explana- 
tion that he sounds weird because he has 
a cold and they enjoy this new Kermit’s 
willingness to let them do any silly thing 
they want during the show, be it Animal’s 
infinite drum solo or Piggy’s set of Celine 
Dion songs. Only Walter (voice of Peter 
Linz) seems to notice something is off. 

Meanwhile, Kermit is stuck in a Rus- 


sian prison run by Nadya (Tina Fey), a 
secret Kermit fangirl who gets him to 
direct the gulag talent show. 

Cornball charm and goofy cleverness 
— that is how I would describe what’s 
best about the Muppets and what’s lack- 
ing here. The cornball isn’t quite as 
charming and the goofiness isn’t quite as 
clever. The Muppets (and their cousins 
on Sesame Street) have always been good 
at mixing kid-friendly silliness and wise- 
guy humor aimed at adults, usually in the 
same scenes. Here, the silliness feels like 
an afterthought and the humor is more 
stale than sparkling. With focus on the 
human guest stars, the movie also seems 
to lose some of what makes its charac- 
ters so loveable. Kermit, Piggy, Walter 
and Fozzie get screentime, but every- 


body else is just filler in crowd scenes. 
And, should these reboot sequels con- 
tinue, some effort will need to be made 
on not making Kermit seem like such a 
jerk. Whether it’s in dealing with those 
zany Muppets (who in the last movie 
were the friends he was pining over) or 
in his relationship with Miss Piggy, Ker- 
mit is turned into some kind of whiny, 
felt Hamlet that just doesn’t fit with the 
sweeter moments about friendship and 
acceptance. 

The best bits might, in the end, come 
from the human players — from the cam- 
eos (Usher’s was particularly cute) to 
the supporting cast. Tina Fey is a good 
addition to this kind of big comedy pro- 
duction, as is Ty Burrell, who plays an 
Interpol detective in an occasionally fun.

But in her case, 
she will literally choose, once and for all, 
her faction, which is what the five groups 
that make up this highly ordered society 
are called. There’s Amity (farming hip- 
pies), Candor (big-mouthed lawyers). 
Erudite (know-it-all nerds), Beatrice’s 
faction Abnegation (civil servants) and 
Dauntless, the tattooed punk-rockers who 
serve as the city-state’s police and sol- 
diers. Though born Abnegation, Beatrice 
has always idolized Dauntless, proba- 
bly because they are the only people who 
seem to have any joy in their lives at all.

which group they would best fit with and 
then, on Sorting Hat Day or whatever it’s 
called, they get to pick which faction they 
will spend their lives with. Though most 
stay with the group they were born into 
— which is usually also the group the test 
suggests they join — some change fac- 
tions. And Beatrice, who renames herself 
Tris, does just that. She picks Daunt- 
less and a life of being loud and running 
everywhere, including to catch the mov- 
ing trains that ferry Dauntless around the 
city (because, sure, why not). 

Of course not even Tris’s new Daunt- 
less crew knows the truth about her, 
which is that her test showed her to be 
neither Dauntless nor Abnegation but 
Divergent, the name given to people who 
don’t belong in any one faction. Because 
Divergents threaten the faction system, 
they are hunted down by the government, 
so Tris keeps this part of her personality 
a secret. But as training moves from the 
butt-kicking physical to the mind-game 
mental, Tris’s status is at risk of being 
unmasked to her new friends, including 
Four (Theo James), Tris’s instructor who 
is noted for his excellence in Dauntless- 
ness but who also has secrets of his own. 

Also, Four is a hottie, which helps with 
the third pillar of YA stories: smooch- 
ing (the first two: girl finding her place, 
authoritarian power trying to keep her 
down). 

There is something overly cutesy about 
the faction system: the way the teens pick 
their groups, the names of those groups, 
the five groups of people dressing accord- 
ing to their place (Abnegation wears sad 
gray clothing; Amity wear flowing red 
hippie skirts) with no real explanation of 
how things got this way (“There was A 
War” is pretty much the only back story 
we get). 

The movie has a level of grimness and 
Woodley is a skilled enough actor that 
I want to take the movie more serious- 
ly than it really earned. Rather than pull 
me into its dark world, though, an early 
segment of the movie where the faction 
system is explained had me thinking of 


the scene in Clueless where Cher explains 
her high school’s cliques (subtext!). This 
approach to telling the story of the student 
government types versus the stoners nev- 
er quite came together enough to allow 
me to suspend all disbelief and just buy 
the world it was creating. 

And while I often felt like I wasn’t get- 
ting enough of this world, there were just 
as many times when there was too much 
going on. We meet some of Tris’s fellow 
Dauntless trainees but her friendships 
with them — particularly with Christina 
(Zoe Kravitz) — get lost as the plot piles 
up, as does an antagonistic relationship 
Tris has with Peter (Miles Teller), a char- 
acter who turns out to be more interesting 
than his initial one-dimensional bully 
makes him out to be. Teller (who has a 
tendency to be a scene-stealer no matter 
what the movie) and Woodley were excel- 
lent in last year’s The Spectacular Now\ 
this movie wasted an opportunity in not 
giving Teller more to do. 

But its flaws don’t completely sink 
Divergent either. Woodley does offer an 
entertaining and at times nicely nuanced 
take on this character. She is able to give 
texture to her relationships with some of 
the central characters as well, particular- 
ly her friendship/romance with James’ 
character and her interactions with Ash- 
ley Judd, who plays her mom. I also liked 
villainous Kate Winslet, though her per- 
formance verged on the campy at times 
(crossing that line for good in the movie’s 
final scenes). I look forward to her inev- 
itable anti-heroine role on some future 
prestige cable show. 

Divergent doesn’t have the emotional 
oomph of The Hunger Games, but it has 
some nice moments that make it a tolera- 
ble entry in the genre. C+

Small group, big sound 

Hornitz brings the funk

As the name suggests, brass instmments 
are prominent in the sound of Boston duo 
The Hornitz. After all. Will Lombardelli 
and Lee Neckritz were hired horns before 
they launched the act, backing headlin- 
ers like George Clinton, Guster and State 
Radio. But the horn talent is just part of a 
funky stew mixing keyboards, samples, 
sound effects and a Human Beatbox. The 
sound is so big, it’s hard to believe just two 
people are making it. 

Impossible noises flow forth from Lom- 
bardelli (stage name Friendship), reminiscent 
of Police Academy's, one-man sound machine 
Michael Winslow. He toggles between feed- 
ing clips into a mixing board and playing 
them back on the fly, singing and jamming on 
trombone. Meanwhile, Neckritz (a.k.a Sto- 
bacca Dashiki) works twin keyboards, blows 
his sax, provides lead vocals and waves his 
wild Afro like someone possessed. 

Hornitz is, pardon the pun, generating sol- 
id buzz in southern New Hampshire. They’ve 
gigged across the Granite State since their 
earliest days and also boast solid support 
across the Vermont border. Local promoter 
Jordan Paul brought them to Manchester sev- 
eral times, most recently for a Thursday night 
show in January at Penuche’s. 

The duo returns to the downtown restau- 
rant and bar on Saturday, March 29. 

“It’s been going real nicely so far,” Neck- 
ritz said by phone recently. “Penuche’s was 
one of the first places we played, and right 
from the start it’s been a real hot spot. Every 
time we’re there, it’s great.” 

Neckritz and Lombardelli met while 
attending Boston University in the early 
2000s but didn’t perform together until col- 
lege ended. 

“We had common friends, but never talk-

ed . . . then we bumped into each other at a 
rehearsal for a gig we were both doing,” 
Neckritz said. 

The horn section work began soon after 
and lasted a couple of years. 

“It really got rolling in 2008, when we 
started doing this full-time,” he said. 

The Hornitz’ small-group, big-sound 
approach was bom from necessity — and a 
few long car trips. 

“A lot of bands have trouble shopping 
themselves as a large act,” said Neckritz. 
“Friendship was beatboxing in the back seat, 
and we thought that would be a cool thing to 
do. We started playing around. Basically, it’s 
ongoing experimentation but it’s definitely 
working. . . . Everything is live — nothing is 
prerecorded on any of our shows.” 

A new CD dropped early this year, which 
the duo thinks of as a real debut. 

“We tried cutting an album three years 
back, but when were finally done it wasn’t 
really representative,” said Neckritz. “We 
gave this one a live feel and it’s really the 
best quality possible.” 

It’s a loose, comfortable affair. One standout 
track, “Money Back,” was recorded in a sin- 
gle take and is a highlight in their stage show. 


With summer tantalizingly close, Horn- 
itz is readying for the festival season, where 
their electronica-funk is a big draw. One of 
their first appearances was at a festival in 
St. John’s Bay, and they’re returning for a 
few different gatherings this year. 

“One of them has seven to eight thousand 
people, one of the biggest on the East Coast,” 
said Neckritz. 

The busy upcoming schedule includes 
Camp Barefoot in West Virginia. 

For now, they’re enjoying a growing 
Northern New England fan base — they 
draw very well at Penuche’s in Concord 
too. Neckritz cites Paul’s promotion as a 
crucial element. 

“It’s really nice finding someone like Jor- 
dan. He’s done so much work and has done 
such a good job,” he said. “Usually, you 
have to do the legwork yourself, but when 
you find people like that it really helps gets 
the word on the street.” •

Long list of performers at 20th annual memorial concert

The origins of the 12-hour concert hap- 
pening Sunday, March 30, in Meredith 
are both touching and amusing. Joseph 
“Giuseppe” Gnerre passed away suddenly 
in 1995. Following the funeral, his fami- 
ly and friends returned to the pizzeria/ 
ristorante that his daughter Julie Gnerre- 
Bourgeois had named after him. 


It was a Sunday, traditionally open stage 
day at Giuseppe’s, so the weekly host invit- 
ed over 50 musicians to play tribute to the 
elder Gnerre. At one point, someone passed 
around a black hat. Exactly who is a mys- 
tery, but it ended up stuffed with over $350. 

“That’s kind of weird, collecting money 
for us,” Gnerre-Bourgeois recalled think- 
ing. “So we decided to start a fund in his 
name, a scholarship.” 

The JTG Music Memorial Extravagan- 


za has happened every year since, raising 
over $30,000 for students in the Lakes 
Region with plans to study music after

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high school. The impulse eomes naturally 
for Gnerre-Bourgeois; her husband is gui- 
tarist Miehael Bourgeois. 

“We met at open stage and I ended up 
marrying him,” she said with a ehuekle. 

She’s proud that Giuseppe’s features live 
musie seven days a week, with well-known 
names like David Franeey and Willy Por- 
ter appearing at tieketed shows every few 
months. Her late father was also a big fan 
and oeeasional performer. 

“He played piano and had a love for 
musie,” said Gnerre-Bourgeois. “He 
eneouraged my brothers and I to play and 
perform at talent shows when we were 
kids. He loved and supported it.” 

The urge elearly runs deep in the family. 
A supergroup of sorts featuring sons Billy 
and Joey Gnerre, along with Bourgeois on 
guitar, will appear at the event. Joey Gnerre 
regularly plays piano at the Giuseppe’s he 
runs in Gloueester, Mass. Third son Tyler 
Gnerre would also play, but he’s drumming 
now with a touring band and ean’t make it. 

The all-day event is so popular among 
musieians that it’s often a ehore to pare the 
list down to a manageable size. 

“At the first one, we had 55 performers 
show up — the night wasn’t long enough,” 
said Gnerre-Bourgeois. “All the perfor- 
manees happen on the main stage in the 
dining room. We thought about moving 
it somewhere else, but we don’t want to 
ehange the vibe even if it gets erowded.” 

Some players are monthly regulars at 
the restaurant, like Maine guitarist Justin 
Jaymes and singer songwriter Joel Cage. 
For others, Giuseppe’s is the only plaee 
they ever perform. 

“Many are not professionals; they eome 
to open stage, play and enjoy the show,” 
said Gnerre-Bourgeois, and mentioned the 
duo Poeket Change. “They get together at 
home and play bluegrass but they don’t play 
out; it’s not their thing. They don’t want to 
be paid musieians, but they’re really good.” 

Of all the performers appearing on the

bill, Peter Brunette has the longest histo- 
ry with the event. He organized the initial 
show and also hosted open stage when 
Giuseppe’s first opened in 1989. 

“He must have just taken eharge,” said 
Gnerre-Bourgeois. “When I moved to 
Meredith I didn’t know anybody. I don’t 
remember how it all went down.” 

Brunette will play with his eurrent band. 
The Wharf Rats. 

Every year, loeal retailer Northern Light 
Musie makes a top-of-the-line Taylor gui- 
tar available at a deep diseount. It’s then 
raffled off; 200 tiekets are sold at $20 
eaeh. A few years baek, one of the musi- 
eians won — Tim Theriault, who ambled 
up on stage with his new guitar and played 
a spirited eover of Steely Dan’s “Peg” to 
eelebrate as the erowd elapped along. 

It was another high point in what’s 
beeome a eommunity tradition. 

“A buneh of people who donate their 
time for a gift eertifieate — it’s amazing,” 
Gnerre-Bourgeois said. M

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Sentimental journey 

Kevin Walters, 21, staged an emo- 
tional, though unsueeessful, one-man, 
ehained-to-the-door protest in Mareh to 
prevent the closing of a commercial rest 
stop along the Jane Addams Memorial 
Tollway near Des Plaines, 111. Ultimate- 
ly, the Des Plaines Oasis, housing shops 
and fast-food restaurants, will be demol- 
ished as part of a highway-widening 
project. Walters told WBBM Radio that 
his poignant attachment to the oasis was 
because his parents had told him it was 
where he was conceived as they returned 
home from a 1992 Phil Collins concert. 

Cultural diversity 

• In tribe-controlled areas of India, 
children who disrespect their families 
by marrying outside their castes are still, 
occasionally, put to death despite strong 
national laws. However, enlightenment 
is advancing, and Mr. Sidhnath Sharma 
recently filed a lawsuit instead against 
his caste-straying son for “destroying 
the family tradition” and “lowering his 
father’s prestige.” Sharma, a lawyer in 
Patna, India, is demanding that the son 
pay a monthly royalty of the equivalent 
of $163 for the son’s now-unauthorized 
use of the father’s name. 

• Fighter jets from France were forced 
in February to accompany the hijacked 
Ethiopian Airlines plane commandeered 
by the co-pilot, who had diverted the 
plane to Geneva in order to apply for asy- 
lum. The Swiss air force would normally 
have taken over the mission in its own air 
space, but the incident occurred at 4:30 
a.m., and Swiss air force pilots were like- 
ly still asleep, as they work only “regular 
office hours,” beginning at 8 a.m. (French 
military officials said they are accus- 
tomed to covering for Switzerland.) 

• Sweden’s foul-smelling canned her- 
ring (surstromming) inexplicably raises 
passions among some traditionalists — 
which is why it was big news in February 
when a man found a bulging tin whose 
contents had been fermenting for about 
25 years and reckoned he needed help to 
“disarm” it, lest it “explode” and damage 
his cabin. Ruben Madsen of Sweden’s 
Surstromming Academy agreed to attend 
the can-opening and assured the man that 
spewing, not explosion, was the likely 
outcome. 

• In 2010, News of the Weird report- 
ed on the enthusiastically obese Donna 
Simpson, who ate meals in front of her 
webcam so that “chub chasers” could 
watch her (pay-per-view) growing larg- 
er before their eyes. Now comes a South 
Korean, Ms. Park Seo-yeon, 34, not at all 
overweight, also on pay-per-view, break- 
ing bread with friend-challenged people 


desperate to avoid eating alone, however 
forced the circumstances. Reuters report- 
ed that Park’s “gastronomic voyeurism” 
earns her, some months, the equivalent of 
more than $9,000 for her series of two- 
to-three-hour meals, featuring real-time 
chatting. 

Questionable judgments 

After a Feb. 11 explosion at a natural 
gas well in Greene County, Pa., killed one 
worker, burned for four days and caused 
massive traffic jams and other inconve- 
niences, the public relations response of 
well-owner Chevron was merely to give 
away vouchers for pizza and soda at local 
hangout Bobtown Pizza. Environmental- 
ists were outraged at Chevron’s “let them 
eat cake/pizza” attitude, but CBS News 
found quite a few locals who support- 
ed Chevron’s response. (For one thing, 
Bobtown’s pizza is apparently highly 
regarded.). 

The cutting edge 

• Among the filings published in 
November by the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office was Google’s 2012 
application covering a throat tattoo — 
actually a mobile skin “microphone” 
with lie-detecting capability, presumably 
to encourage truthfulness from people as 
they speak. The application explains how 
to couple an electronic skin tattoo to a 
mobile device, using “flexible substrate.” 

• Among the “secrets” revealed recent- 
ly on a BBC television special on South 
America’s beauty-queen obsession was 
one by Ms. Wi May Nava, first runner- 
up for Miss Venezuela 2013. Nava had 


a patch of plastic mesh sewn onto her 
tongue to create so much pain when she 
ate that she was forced to stick to liquids. 

Fine points of the law 

• An Iowa administrative law judge 
ruled in February that it might be reason- 
able to accidentally damage a stubborn 
vending machine that ate your money 
— but not by commandeering a forklift, 
raising the vending machine 2 feet off 
the concrete floor, and slamming it to the 
ground to dislodge the reluctant candy 
bar (a Twix). Consequently, Robert McK- 
evitt, fired recently over the incident by 
Polaris Industries in Milford, Iowa, was 
deemed not entitled to worker compensa- 
tion. (McKevitt admitted picking up the 
machine with the forklift, but said he just 
shook it and then set it down gently.) 

• In November, a New York appeals 
court approved a Rockland Coun- 
ty judge’s jury instructions, which had 
resulted in the jury’s absolving Brit- 
tany Lahm of fault when she flipped 
her car on the New York Thruway, kill- 
ing one passenger and injuring others. 
Lahm was driving friends home from the 
beach when one passenger unexpected- 
ly unfastened Lahm’s bikini top, leading 
her to stretch her arms to re-tie it, which 
caused her to lose control of the car. The 
judges ruled that the jury could (and ulti- 
mately did) consider that Lahm faced 
an “unforeseen emergency” and was not 
negligent. (The only fatality in the crash 
was the original unfastener.)
